4,560 cars. 
The officers made IO 
seizures for illegal deer and 36 ar­ 
rests for undersized fish, carrying 
loaded guns in cars and other of­ 
fenses. 
One car carried two deer and a 
fawn carcass, the department said, 
while another 
had

spotted fawn carcass and another 
71 bluegills.

MEAT INCREASE 
DUE IN AUGUST 


Cut In Point Values To 
Take Effect July 29; 
Pork Not Included 


Washington, 
July 23 (ZP) — A 
little more 
meat 
for 
American 
dinner tables was in prospect to­ 
night as OPA prepared to lower 
beef, veal and lamb ration points 
for the August ration period. 
Tile disclosure followed reports 
from several areas 
of 
improved 
civilian meat supplies and signs of 
slight further 
increases 
in 
the 
early Autumn. 
Reductions of one or two points 
a pound on steaks, roasts and oth­ 
er cuts of beef probably will be 
announced Wednesday and made 
effective July 29. Lamb and veal 
points will go down as much and 
perhaps slightly more. 
Pork will he omitted from what 
officials described as the 
“fairly 
general” point reduction, because 
tile marketing of live hogs 
has 
continued slow. 
While OPA did not confirm of­ 
ficially the forthcoming 
changes, 
the agency’s spokesmen acknowl­ 
edged that such action “ would ap­ 
pear logical” if reports of improv­ 
ed supply and distribution of meat 
prove 
out 
.as 
expected. 
Other 
sources familiar w ith the supply 
and ration situation said the 
re­ 
duction was definitely coming. 
Tile improvement 
was 
attrib­ 
uted 
in 
part 
to 
two 
factors: 
Slightly better livestock m arket­

Here are two delicious ways to 
m ake straw berries do double duty 
Straw berry Upside Down Cake 
(Serves 6-8) 
Two cups sifted cake flour, 2 
teaspoons baking powder, Va tea­ 
spoon salt, Va cup 
shortening, I 
teaspoon vanilla extract, 
3-4 cup 
sugar, I egg, unbeaten. 3-4 cup

All of the South's current ills 
are a direct result of poverty, the 
race problem included, G overnor 
Ellis A rnall of Georgia charges in 
a signed article in the current is­ 
sue of C ollier’s in w hich he de­ 
nounces lazy 
southern 
govern­ 
m ent, the poll tax , and political 
demagogues who 
arouse 
racial 
hatreds. 
In forecasting that the South is 
soon to take her place in the in ­ 
dustrial w'orld and “achieve her 
proper destiny,” G overnor A rnall 
declares that any plan to cure the 
south of its ills m ust, as “its first 
order of business,” bring about a 
higher average incom e for both 
w hites and negroes. 
“The South has suffered w ith 
inferiority,” G overnor A rnall says. 
“The average A m erican 
annual 
incom e at the tim e of P earl H ar­ 
bor was $604. In the South it was 
$314. The average Negro incom e 
was considerably lower. No plan 
to cure the South of its ills will 
succeed w hich does not m ake that 
d ifferential its first order of busi­ 
ness . . . .
